(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Atwell 
et al. (5,875,824). 

In regard to claim 1 , the Atwell et al. reference discloses an "apparatus" 50 
comprising a "filling chamber" 300, a "rotating wheel" 200, having at least one "pocket" 
210, the outer circumferential surface defining a "lateral" side (see Fig. 2A) of said 
"filling chamber" 300 and a "conveying device" (defined by wheel 400; absent further 
structure), as claimed. 

In regard to claim 2, see "drum" (295 and 495) and "vacuum chamber" (220 and 

420). 

In regard to claim 3, Figure 2c shows the claimed structure including "screen" 
214, which is similar to wheel 400.
